Asphalt destruction 


Bulldozers lay waste to grass, trees as quad is

Forsaking the ecological balance and the 
beauty of an integrated quad area of trees 
and grass between the new education 
building and the social sciences building, 
landscaping operations have relentlessly 
bulldozed the existing grass area and 
existing trees out of the way to make 
room for man’s ultimate blight - asphalt 

Plans for the rennovated quad area, as 
indicated by the Master Plan in the Dean 
of Campus Facilities office, call for four 
or five redwood trees to be planted in 10 
foot diameter planting bases, two scanty 
lawn areas and the rest of the ground to 
be covered with asphalt. The size of the 
area covers the existing ground between 
Sinclair Road, the home economics 
building, the education building and the 
social science building. The lawn areas are 
to be located near the road and the home 
economics building with the redwood 
trees scattered in between 

One of the reasons advanced by Dr 
James Cox, head of Campus Facilities, is

Controversy still unsettled

Anthropology Professor ¢ lark L. Taylor, 
who last month was suspended by SSC 
administrators for 30 working days tor 
“compelling evidence’ that he smoked 
marijuana cigarettes in his Religious 
Consciousness class, has resigned, 
according to a letter addressed to Dr 
Norman R. Roth, vice president tor 
academic affairs at Sacramento State 

The letter, as yet not received by Roth, 
accuses Roth of disbanding Taylor's class 
and scaring the “bloody blazes” out of 
the group 
“As for myself,” the letter with Taylor’s 
signature says, “‘I feel that lam. . .so sick 
at heart about this whole situation that | 
hereby tender my resignation 
immediately.” 

Roth told the Hornet that under normal 
circumstances he does not accept 
resignations without division or 
department signatures, but hinted that 
Taylor’s case may not be normal. He 
hesitated to comment as he had not yet 
received the letter. Anthropology 
department head Warren A Snyder said 
he was unaware of Taylor's resignation 

Under new disciplinary proceduies now 
in effect, Taylor is entitled to a hearing to 
answer charges of unprofessional conduct 
and failure to perform the normal and 
reasonable duties of his position. That 
hearing, according to Roth, has been 
scheduled for Jan. 14 

Taylor has the option to waive the 
hearing and accept the sanctions as 
recommended by the administrative 
hearing officer and the college president 
without admitiing guilt. The sanctions 
refer to a variety of disciplines ranging 
from oral or written reprimands to 


dismissal 

While openly admitting that he smoked 
marijuana in his Religious Consciousness 
classroom with students “in the pursuit 
and transmission of knowledge,’ Taylor 
denies the accusation of unprofessional 
conduct, suggesting to Roth that the 
charge be dropped immediately 

Another charge against Taylor, that of 
possessing marijuana for sale, is scheduled 
for a preliminary hearing today in the 
County Courthouse. Taylor posted a 
$2,200 bond at city jail after his arrest in 
his home Dec. 12 

But if the information in Taylor’s letter 
is correct, he may not be in Sacramento 
for that hearing 

“| have left on a pilgrimage to take 
sacraments with members of the Native 
American Church,” reveals the undated 
letter to Roth. The courts have ruled that 
American Indians belonging to the Native 
American Church in Nevada may legally 
use peyote as part of their religious 
services 

If Taylor does return, as he says he will 
“when my spirit is renewed to trial,” the 
marijuana charges against him will still be 
accountable for, unless the police respond 
to Taylor's hopes and “kindly drop the 
charges” against him 

Some doubt does exist, however, as to 
when Taylor will be ack from his 
pilgrimage. The letter asks Roth fo see 
that Taylor's retirement money be 
handed over to his creditors 

Originally Taylor had hopes of being 
arrested on campus while smoking 4 
marijuana cigarette in class. He expressed 
a belief that it was within the boundaries 
of academic behavior to use maryuana as 
an academic vehicle to expand the mind 
much the way biologists use microscopes 
to expand their knowledge 
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Over 5,000 copies of SSC’s preliminary schedule

Department officer was beating a 
Spanish-speaking motorist calling 
him a dirty Mexican. Occupants in 
the motorist’s car yelled out to 
the police officer that the person 
he was beating was not a Mexican, 
but that he was a Nicaraguan 

“At that moment the officer 
stopped beating him and obtained 
medical help for him.” 

So testified a psychiatric social 
worker at a hearing before the 
U.S. Commission on Civil Rights 
in December of 1968 

The testimony gives some insight 
into the complicated subject of 


the differences among the 
Spanish-speaking people in the 
United States 
Mexican-Americans, about 8 
million of the 10 million 
Spanish-speaking people in the 


country, are ironically, among the 
most abused of this minority 
simply because they're Americans 
This holds true for Puerto Ricans 
who are also Americans 
Non-American Spanish-speaking 
people like Nicaraguans, 


Americans, South Americans and 
native Mexicans. 

The reason is simple. 
Non-American Spanish-speaking 
people have a better 
education--and so speak good 
Spanish—and assimilate well into 
Anglo society because they came 
here expressly to do this. 


DOWNGRADE BACKGROUND 


The Mexican-Americans, 
meanwhile, many of whom speak 
neither good Spanish nor good 
English, are victims of an 
educational system which 
purports to “Americanize’’ them 
while downgrading their ethnic 
background 

For instance, the first truly 
bilingual education program in 
this country was set up not for 
Mexican-Americans but for 
Cubans in the wake of the Cuban 
crisis 

Yet, as late as December 1968, 
educators testified before the U.S 
Commission on Civil Rights that 
Mexican-American children were 
being punished for speaking 
Spanish on school grounds in 
other parts of the country 
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These are not truly bilingual 
programs, which should be the 
teaching of both languages on an 
e). ©] basis. 


NEVER TAKEN SERIOUSLY 


The truth of the matter is that 
despite our talk in the Southwest 
about ‘‘our great Spanish 
heritage”’ and the naming of our 
towns and streets in Spanish, the 
Spanish language has never been 
taken seriously by American 
educators even in areas where 
both languages could be learned 
together and correctly 

Too often the difference 
between a Mexican-American and 
a non-American Spanish-speaking 
person is that the non-American 
can speak better Spanish than the 
Mexican-American—and so is 
more qualified for the emerging 
bilingual job 

And the difference between the 
Mexican-American and the 
Anglo-American is that the Anglo 


speaks better English than the 
Mexican-American and so is better 
equipped for the more 
conventional jobs

Conventional sex 
roles subhuman 


Sex roles are subhuman. Men and women judge each other by these 
subhuman standards. For example, last night I was talking to a sister 
until 2 a.m. We were rapping about emotionai and intellectual matters 
over tea while listening to records. Suddenly it occurred to me—how 
would I react if I had been rapping with a man like this? If I liked the 
man, I would be in ecstasy~wow~—he actually rapped with me about 
emotional matters until 2 a.m. Overjoyed at finding a man who was 
human rather than a male chauvinist, | would have spoken delightedly 
to my sisters about “him.” But what had he done that any sister would 
not do for me? 

I never stop to consider “what things I have in common” with a sister. 
I never grow sentimental over the fact that a sister did something good 
for me out of the generosity of her soul. | EXPECT my sisters to act 
like human beings and to treat me like a human being. If a sister 
decided that she’d been giving me too much of her time and pointedly 
ignored me, I'd think she was crazy and would leave her alone until she 
got her shit together. I would not stop to reflect how I could retaliate 
or how I could have failed to boost her ego by breaking a rule in a 
game. What I am saying is that whenever a man even begins to act 
human, begins to do even a littie of what I automatically expect my 
sisters to do for me and for me to do for them. the phenomenon is such 
a miracle in my eyes that immediately both the man and his act are 
“special” or sanctified. Therefore, a woman gets excited when a man 
“helps” with the dishes and other shitwork while a sister would be 
considered “‘a lazy bitch” if she didn’t automatically offer to help. If I 
expected men to live up to the standards | automatically expect of my 
sisters, then I would talk to almost no males 

Why Do Some Men Freak at Women’s Liberation? 

In our society, women openly acknowledge and express their 
emotions that is their strength. Men cannot yield to and therefore 
must repress their emotions—that is their weakness. For example, 
women can cry openly while men cannot. Therefore, fewer women 
than men develop ulcers from being forced to repress emotions 
However, in our society, human is equated with male and subhuman is 
equated with female 

Let’s give human a numerical value of one (1) and subhur-an 
one-half(‘’). Therefore, when females want to go from being one-half 
(4) to one (1), males see women as going from one-half (*4) to being 
one and one and one-half (1%), which is super-human. Why? Because 
women will always be female (4) but can acquire human (1) traits such 
as reasoning and intelligence, making them one and one-half (14). Men 
can only be (1) because they refuse to degrade themselves by acquiring 
“‘female’’ traits (%) such as emotions. Therefore they fear 
“seeping,creeping feminism” which will over power men. Listen 
sometime to a man when he exposes the crux of his fears about 
Women’s Liberation. See if he doesn’t see Women’s Liberationists as 
super-humans (1'4) who will oppress him (1) as he has oppressed them 
(A) 

Moreover, both sexes are freaked when you reverse sexual role signals 
on them. For example, one man said to me, “How can anyone who 
looks so maternal be in Women’s Liberation?”” What he meant was 
“She looks female but she acts male; therefore, I cannot react to her 
according to categorized, ritualized sex role responses. Either I have to 
treat her like a human being, or | have to categorize her as an 
abnormality and make sure I avoid confronting people like her again!” 
Or, “if a man is homosexual, a woman cannot follow a safe, ritualized 
pattern of male/female roles, she must react spontaneously to him as a 
human being.” 

The “Acid Test”: Propositioning a Man 

Let’s say there are two friends, both non-married, who are interested 
in each other sexually. One way to eliminate the accumulated bullshit 
in a heterosexual relationship (so-called friendship) is for the woman to 
Proposition the man. “J could dig going to bed with you”—no implicit 
hint, only an explicit statement. If the man has been treating the 
woman as a human being, then he can cope with her statement. [f the 
man has been treating the woman as a female only, then he cannot cope 
with the female making “his” male move.

Johns’ servomation scandal 
revisited - the roundhouse 


Dr. Johns’ Coffeehouse, more 
familiarly known as the vending 
center adjacent to the library, has 
always been on a downer. It was 
played down to the Trustees when 
built, put down by every advocate 
of aesthetic beauty since then, 
and now faces the possibility of 
being torn down by those who 
built it 
Today, three years ago since its 
construction, the building to most 
students is little more than a 
physical blight. But many still 
remember the controversy that 
arose when it was built 

The vending ccnter, named after 
Dr. Robert Johns, then president 
of the college who OK'd its 
construction, was never 
authorized by the Trustees. They 
were notably upset and the 
coffeehouse became a symbol of 
the Servomation scandals which 
contributed to Johns’ demise 

The Trustees’ decision on the 
unauthorized construction was to 
allow it to operate until it had 
paid for itself, preventing a 
financial ftoss to the Hornet 
Foundation, after which time it 
was to be torn down and the site 
restored to its previous condition 
of green. 

On Oct. 3, 1970, the building 
was officially in the black. And 
now, according to the original 
resolution passed by the Trustees, 
it must be demolished. The 
Hornet Foundation wants it to 
stay and with the help of 
President Hyink will try to get the 
Trustees to rescind their original 
resolution at their meeting later 
this month. 

The vending center, according to 
Bill Webb, director of the Hornet 
Foundation, has become a vital 
isset to the already overburdened 
food service facilities on campus 
Grossing between $60-70 
thousand a year of which the 
Foundation now gets 18.9%, the 
facility not only fulfills a need but 
is a financial shot in the arm for 
the foundation 

The building accounts for 40% 
of the Foundation’s vending 
revenue and relieves much of the 
pressure from the over-crowded 
snack bar. In addition, it also 
serves a necessary function in the 


late evenings and weekends when 
the cafeteria facilities are 
open 

Ihere is more at stake, though, 
than the direct benefits the center 
provides. For if the Trustees do 
not rescind their previous 
resolution and order the center to 
be demolished, there is no other 
location for the machines to be 
placed. As a result, Servomation, 
according to Webb, would not be 
bound to the financial guarantee 
it gave the Foundation when it 
was awarded the vending contract 
last April. This guarantee, 
amounting to $40,000 was a 
primary reason for accepting 
Servomation’s bid of 18.9% of the 
gross instead of Canteen’s 22% 
offer. Because of the guarantee, 
the Foundation has already made 
$3,000 more since April than it 
would have had they zwarded the 
contract to Canteen. If the 
vending center goes, Webb said, so 
does the Servomation obligation 
to fulfill the guarantee. Thus, 
losing the vending machines 


not 


would not only cut the 
Foundation's revenue in this area 
by an immediate 40% but it 
would also threaten a cut in 
revenue from the other machines 
on campus 

Certainly, Webb agrees, there are 
those who may question still the 
propriety of the Servomation 
contract, after the scandals of 
1968-69. That issue is a sidebar to 
the central issue at hand: whether 
or not the vending center will 
remain. Who contracts for the 
vending services is a matter 
separate and could be discussed 
afterward, Webb explained. The 
important thing for now, he 
added, is that all attempts be 
made to keep the center on 
campus. It may not, he admits, be 
the most beautiful building on 
campus and it may have been 
built under questionable 
circumstances, but it is also a 
facility which has proven its 
usefulness in accommodating 
those who are squeezed out of the 
snack bar.

that students have shown a 
disinclination to use the 
established pathways around the 
buildings. The new quad will 
alleviate this problem by 
asphalting the entire surface. Cox 
also indicated that the consulting 
landscaper suggested less grass be 
used in the quad because of the 
possible harmful effects of the 
mirror windows in the education 
building, from which the 
reflection might burn the grass 
and prevent its growth. Science 
professors at the college have gone 
on record against the landscaper’s 
opinion. Dr. Wiedman, supervisez 
of the green house and prefessor 
of biological science said, “I can't 
imagine how the reflection from 
that high up would harm the 
grass.”

expressed by Dr. Baad, an 
assistant professor of plant 
taxonomy. Baad also pointed out 
that the 10 foot in diameter 
circles would be _ insufficient 
ground area for the redwoods 
which require a large area for 
irrigation

education building quad? If it 
were done, the existing trees 
could have been saved and 
additional ones planted to balance 
the area aesthetically. But no, 
those responsible, the Committee 
for Campus Planning, favored 
unadorned asphalt to green lawn. 


The places around this campus 
where a student can lounge on the 
grass in the sunshine and doze or 
do homework have become 
lessened by the intrusion of the 
bulldozers on their errand of 
destruction.
